Though the two conviets eseaped
last week, the chase has not yet been
tnken up by the state officials looking
townrd the recapture of the maen,
though Warden Curtis declaored Iate
Waoednesdny night thiut he would form
a posse early Thursday morning and
start on their teall,

Both Men “Trustlos."

The two men were “lrustiea’” ut the
prison and were sent Into a hayfeld,
when they took the easy chance to es-
cape, and with pitchforks ng weupons
the duo are "beating It™ for libarty.
When lust seen they were driving In
Htarr's buggy south of Buena Visin
at 4 rapld rate, with young Slare held
between them.

Though details of the beating of
Btarr ure meager Here, it is sald that
his injuries may prove fatal. It ap-
pears that Btarr und his young son
were driving Into Buena Vista from a
farm, a few miles put of town, where
Starr s employed,

Man Refuses Rig o Conviets,

He was acconted by two men, who
told him they wanted the horse and
buggy, that they had no money, and
didn't Intend to buy the outfit, any-
how, but that they necded it at onoce.
Fearful of losing time, which wns
precious, and wseelng that parleying
with the farmhund was heédless, the
convicts made n rush at Starr with
their pitehforks and beat him into in-
gensibility. It Is anid Starr sufMered
Injury to the hoead, although It s not
known If the skull was fractured.
